WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP)— 
November figures in the Weather 
Bureau’s book appear to be a little 
colder than normal for much of 
the country. 

A long-range forecast, issued 
yesterday, said: 

“The Weather Bureau’s 30-day 
outlook for November calls for 
temperatures to average colder 
than seasonal normals over most 
of the eastern two-thirds of the 
nation except for coastal areas 
along the Gulf of Mexico and At- 
lantic seaboard where near nor- 
mal temperatures are indicated.

The Soviet Union is expected 
to offer its own “peace plan” 
during the assembly, which opens 
Tuesday. Some of the poitts in 
the Soviet plan are included in 
Acheson’s proposal but the ap- 
proaches to the various issues are 
miles apart. 

Acheson briefed Schuman on 
the main points of his plan in a 
meeting yesterday. 

Schuman told a meeting of his 
Popular Republican party: 

“France and her allies Rave 
plans ready for the United Na- 
tions General Assembly which 
certainly will cause a sensation in 
the world.

“It is entirely beyond the capa- 
bilities of the Army,” Ridgway's 
announcement said, “to relieve 
those 50,000 non-divisional per- 
sonnel in Korea who are serving 
in Army rear areas.” 

All divisional officers, unlike 
their men, also will have to wait 
for “qualified replacements” be- 
fore they can go home. 

Then Ridgway got down to what 
many a fighting man has been 
waiting to hear. He said: 

“Except for a few critical spe- 


personnel, all enlisted men who 
were serving with infantry di- 
visions in Korea on Jan. 1 of this 
year will be out of the lines and 
on their way home by the end of 
November.” 

While the announcement did 
not specifically say Ridgway 
wanted all his front line enlisted 
men home by Christmas, it was 
understood at his headquarters 
that this was the plan. 

If they are on their way home 
by the end of November, as the 
announcement said, they could 
make it. Ships sailing from Japan 
on the last day of November will 
have docked at some Pacific coast 
port by mid-December. 

Ridgway said he wanted “all 
troops and thei: commanders 
re informed of the true situa- 
on.”

The-'‘purpose of the proposed 
agreement is to put relations be- 
tween West Germany and its con- 
querors on a settled peacetime 
basis, with Germany having sover- 
eign rights and contributing to 
western defenses, 

Once general agreement is 
reached and approved, separate’ 
contracts still must be worked 
out and attached to it to settle 
the status of Allied armies in 
Germany, western rights of inter- 
vention im German affairs, shar- 
ing defense costs, and carrying 
out occupation policies like re- 
storing preperty to Nazi victims 
and breaking down industrial 
cartels. | 

A detailed draft of the gen-| 
eral agreement was considered 
at a seven-hour meeting between 
the _ high. commissioners of the 
United States, France, and Brit- 
ain, and German Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer. The meeting con- 
tinued until early today. 

Experts will submit new drafts 
to the Chancellor and commis- 
slioners at a meeting next week. 

At Frankfurt, the United States 
High Commission said last night 
it will trim its staff and reduce 
operating costs “to the benefit 
of the American and German tax- 
payers.” There now are some 
2100 American employes on the 
payroll. Officials indicated they

Most Crucial Election. 

He said the 1952 election prom- 
ises to be the most crucial in the 
nation’s history. The voters must 
decide, he said, between “prog- 
ress” under Republican leader- 
ship or “Socialism, military Gov- 
ernment and the totalitarian 
state” under a Democratic admin- 
istration. 

Taft accused the administration 
of resorting to “usurpation” of 
powers, profligate spending, prop- 
aganda and a “Trumah war” to 
maintain itself in power. 

He said he was optimistic about 
Republican chances. The party 
“represents the philosophy of the 
majority of Americans,” he said, 
and for the first time in many 
years is winning the favor of 
young voters. 

Taft, bidding for the support of 
Illinois Republicans, urged them 
not te be “discouraged” by the 
party’s failure in the last five 
presidential elections.

Five students were expelled 
after they admitted using the 
master key to enter offices and 
learn the contents of final exam- 
inations last May, Dean of Facul- 
ties Leslie J. Buchan said. 

Sixth Studtnt on Probation. 

A sixth student was placed on 
academic probation for his part 
in the case. Four of the six were 
members of the same fraternity, 
it was learned. 

Copies of examinations ob- 
tained by the group probably 
were passed on to other students, 
Dean of Students: Arno J. Haack 
said. He added that his office is 
investigating a number of other 
- incidents of cheating, amid re- 
ports circulated among students 
that the problem has reached ma- 
jor proportions. ‘ 

A woman student reported that 
on a recent test all but two or 
three students in a freshman 
class cheated. 

One of the students expelled 
was discovered as he was looking 
over a scheduled final examina- 
tion and the others were impli- 
cated, Dean Buchan said. The 
master key they used was re- 
turned, but the university now 
has no choice but to change all 
locks, he added. Previously it 
had been necessary to change 
locks in some individual buildings 
after students obtained keys. 

Five other master keys have 
been recovered, Dean Haack 
added. He head. a student-facul- 
ty disciplinary committee which 
recommended the expulsions. 

‘Perennial Problem.’ 

Characterizing cheating of vari- 
ous sorts on examinations as a 
“perennial problem” at the uni- 
versity, Dean'Buchan added, “we 
have had a lot of entries into 
buildings in the past year and 
considerable loss of property, in- 
cluding five calculating machines 
valued at $3000 taken from 
Duncker Hall.” 

Duncker Hall houses the de- 
partment of economics and the 
School of Business and Public Ad- 
ministration. 

Buchan said he has asked 
deans and. department heads to 
give closer attention to the prob- 
lem of cheating, which a number 
of student groups have said is 
“widespread.” 

Student Groups Study Problem. 

Five student organizations are 
now studying the problem. A re- 
port issued by two of the groups 
—Omicron Delta Kappa and 
- Mortar Board, men’s and women s 
senior Iwonorary societies—criti- 
cizes the present supervisory set- 
up at examinations and calls for 
more proctors at tests. 

The report has been indorsed 
by the student senate. The sen- 
ate and the School of Engineering 
have recommended making copies 
of back examinations available to 
students. 

A meéting of the student inter- 
fraternity council Thursday night 
considered the cheating problem 
and appointed -an investigating 
committee, following charges 
made by students in letters to 
Student Life, the campus news- 
paper, that cheating has become 
a major problem at the univer- 


sity. 

Tiss of the letters was from 
Donald Kramer, president of the 
senate, who warned that students 
found!cheating would be severely 
punished. . He blamed cheating in 
part on some faculty members 
whom. he said are too lax in su- 
pervising tests. 

Washington University employs 
proctors to supervise examina- 
tions. An honor system, where 
students are on their own to pre- 
vent /cheating, is used only in the 
School of Law,

Earlier, Shifrin had described 
Sachs as “a good and honorable 
citizen.” Shifrin said that it was 
his understanding that after the 
Government started investigating 
his client’s affairs the matter 
could be settled without prosecu- 
tion by making voluntary dis- 
closure and full payment of the 
tax shortage. As a result, Shif- 
rin said, he advised Sachs to co- 
operate fully with agents of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue and 
to turn over to them $187,000 
that was kept in a safe at the 
firm’s office. 

Judge Harper interrupted Shif- 
rin with the observation that he 
would take no notice of a plea 
that Sachs should not be consid- 
ered morally guilty of income tax 
evasion.

Concealed Stock. 

“When the reputable account- 
ing firm he had employed for 
several years became suspicious 
and informed him they would 
make their own inventory of his 
stock before preparing the com- 
pany’s tax return in 1945, he de- 
layed them a few days. In that 
period he moved $75,000 worth 
of shoes from one floor of the 
company’s building to another to 
conceal them. 

“As far as I am concerned, the 
only thing to be considered here 
before passing sentence is the 
very serious medical problem.”

I learned from whispered conversa- 
tions between my parents that Daddy 
was refused membership in some of 
these fine civic organizations you men- 
tion—and one evening just after his 
store was closed some men came in and 
shook him and tore his shirt! 

“The town is religious,” I read. What 
was wrong with us anyway? Our name 
even was one ‘of those mentioned by 
Mr. Wyden as “typical in Fort Wayne.” 
‘We are native-born white Americans 
too. Oh yes, I also remember being 
called “dirty Jew!” 

Is all this sour grapes? Well, maybe, 
though I’m well over the hurt. I pray 
it is true of all of owr world that we are 
making progress towards our highest 
ideals. If it were true that such a 
misfortune could no longer occur at 
Jeast in Fort Wayne, though the rest of 
the world were still in darkness, it 
would hardly pay to recount this.

He is the Assistant Attorney General who de- 
cides which tax evasion cases shall be prose- 
cuted. wee 

He is the Assistant Attorney General who 
showed such marked reluctance to cooperate 
with Chief Judge George H. Moore in the 
grand jury investigation which resulted in the 
indictment of James P. Finnegan. 

He is the official who insisted that a grand 
jury investigation was not needed at St. Louis, 
and that tax cases should be handled through 
regular channels. 

For all of these reasons a House subcommittee 
investigating the handling of tax cases is fully 
justified in looking into the story of Theron 
Lamar Caudle. 

The facts about this official brought out in 
the news columns of the Post-Dispatch from 
Washington suggest that Mr: Caudle’s entire 
record demands the most searching examination. 
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Mayor Darst’s Leadership 

Mayor Darst might possibly have tried to ig- 
nore the twisted transit problem. He could have 
tried to switch it off to the State Public Service 
Commission. To his credit, he has done neither. 

The Mayor has asked the commission to delay 
hearings on the Public Service Co. request for a 
fare increase until the city can intervene with a 
protest. He has also demanded that the company 
restore bus and streetcar service. 

While the Board of Aldermen has voted for a 
thorough inquiry into the transit situation, the 
Darst Administration is conducting its own study. 
The results have led the Mayor to doubt that 
the company’s financial position in any way jus- 
tifies continued increases in fares and decreases 
in service. . 

In each action Mayor Darst has provided lead- 
ership for thousands of bus and streetcar riders 
who aiso have their doubts about Public Serv- 
ice’s service. The progress of St. Louis demands 
adequate public transportation. The Mayor per-» 
forms his duty well in making the self-same 
demand. 
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Rough Stuff on the Docks 


How a labor union operates ordinarily is its 
own business, but lack of democracy in a union 
can easily become a matter of grave concern. 
if proof is needed, there is the report of Spruille 
Braden, former Ambassador to Argentina, on the 
New York dock strike. 

As chairman of the Citizens’ Anti-Crime Com- 
mittee, Mr. Braden has appealed to Gov. Dewey 
to try to clean up the AFL Longshoremen’s As- 
sociation. Mr. Braden supports the insurgent 
union men who are engaged in the wildcat 
strike, and cites a startling record of bossism 
and gangsterism under the union as controlled 
by Joe Ryan. 

Mr. Braden charges that Harold Bowers, a 
union organizer, was “a member of convicted 
bank robber Mickey Bowers’ mob” and controls 
longshoremen at the Cunard pier. He also names 
Alex de Brizzi, union vice president, “arrested 
more than 20 times for bookmaking;” Ed Florio, 
New Jersey organizer, “a convicted bootlegger;” 
and Anthony Anastasia, Brooklyn waterfront 
boss, who Mr. Braden says derives his power 


“from his brother, AJbert, lord high executioner 


of Murder, Inc.” 

The Kefauver Crime Committee was concerned 
with the Anastasias’ record. And investigations 
over the years have shown a system of extor- 
tions, shakedowns, kickbacks from wages, dubi- 
ous union elections, payroll padding and gang- 
ster methods on the waterfront. Ryan hag even 
been made “lifetime” president of his union. 

Tons of cargo piled up on New York docks 
argue that the strike is no way to settle what 
ought to be the union’s own business. But the 
strike is a national problem and ought to be 
ended forthwith, along with the gangsterism and 
rough and ready union tactics which helped to 
create it. 
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Swear Words and Low Necklines 


A code of ethics for the television industry is 
unquestionably to be desired (we use the word 
“desire” here in its nice sense) but the casual 
onlooker must be forgiven if a reading of it 
leads him into some perplexities. For instance, 
we were led into a slight perplexity by the regu- 
lations concerning “hell” and “damn,” on the 
ohe hand, and plunging necklines on the other. 

The necklines are barred if they would “of- 
fend homé viewers.” The words in question may 
‘be said, but only when required for faithful 
portrayal of historical fact or folklore, Biblical 
passages or literary works. Home viewers not 
being what might be called a homogeneous 
group, we foresee some difficulty in determining 
whether they are offended by low necklines. 
At some of the firesides of our acquaintance 
there would be no doubt about the offense, while 
at others the reaction would be one of whole- 
hearted delight. There are even ‘individual 
homes that may be riven on the question. 

Ethics itself, we would suppose, will dictate 
that the requirements of faithful portrayal of 
historical fact or folklore, etc. will justify low 
necklines the same as “hell” and “ ” It is 
a historical fact which we suppose mo one 
challenge (and if TV already has a folklore, 

a part of it) that in the early days 
television screen Miss Faye Emerson wore 


a low neck (for transmission to homés at which 
offense might*be taken) but Miss Eva Gabor, let 
us say, could wear as low a neck as she liked if 
she were portraying Miss Faye Emerson in a 


historical account of the early days of television. 
Those who took offense would just have to lump 
it, under the code. . 

It looks like a perplexing enough winter all 
around for the arbiters who will have to pass.on 
these questions. Our guess is that they will 
have ample occasion to extol the wisdom of the 
founding fathers for making it all right to say 
“hell” and’ “damn.” 
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“Tragically Insufficient” 
President Truman used grave words in con- 
demning Cungress’ failure to come to grips with 
civil defense. “Tragically insufficient,” he said 
of its $74,945,000 appropriation: How insufficient 
it is may be gathered by comparison with the 
requirements of one American city, St. Louis. 

An adequate civil defense program for St. 
Louis will cost $15,500,000, Civil Defense Direc- 
tor Tucker has estimated. That is more than 
20 per cent of the entire amount appropriated 
by Congress for all American cities! Of course 
St. Louis and the state of Missouri should pay a 
fair part of the total, but American cities gen- 
erally will have to look to the federal govern- 
ment for the bulk of the money. New York City, 
for example, figures it should spend $350,000,000 
to protect its civil population, of which it wants 
$280,000,000:' from the federal treasury—more 
than three times as much as Congress has ap- 
propriated for the whole United States. 

What it comes to, on the basis of these St. 
Louis and New York estimates, is that Congress 
has provided, for a nation of more than 150,- 
000,000 population, about enough money to pro- 
tect the home front of a nation of 5,000,000—a 
country about the size of Sweden, or smaller. 

We are not suggesting that Congress should 
appropriate 30 times as much as it has appropri- 
ated. Estimates for maximum protection must 
be tempered to what the country can afford. But 
certainly the estimates of need suggest the ap- 
propriated sum is not nearly enough. 

With a few happy exteptions, American cities 
are floundering with respect to civil defense, 
and with still fewer exceptions the same is true 
of state governments. But by all odds the worst 
floundering is being done at Washington, where 


the example of well-considered planning should 


be set for the nation. 

Russia is said to have at least 20,000,000 
trained civil defense workers and is training 
several million more every year. Yet in the 
United States fewer than 1,000,000 have volun- 
teered for civil defense duty, according to De- 
fense Administrator Caldwell. 

Little wonder President Truman says: 

“It is reckless to evade, under the pretense of 
economy, the national responsibility for initiat- 
ing a balanced federal-state civil defense pro- 
gram.” 


One of England’s Best 

The P4anchester Guardian brings word of the 
death of Will Arnold-Forster of Cornwall, Eng- 
land. All who knew him, including those 
many Americans he befriénded in World War II, 
will be saddened by the news. 

A gentle yet rugged man, Arnold-Forster was 
not unlike the rocky coast on which he lived and 
worked. A painter of much ability, he sacrificed 
a career in art to public issues. He was an au- 
thority on civil aviation. He was an effective 
spokesman for the Labor party and wrote many 
of its pamphlets. He was a prodigious worker 
for peace and insisted that before the invasion 
was launched in 1944, Britain know its own 
mind with respect to proposals that would pro- 
teet peace once it had come again. He was a 
quiet counselor of the late Arthur Henderson 
and helped make of Henderson the leader he 
was. 

When Arnold-Forster needed recreation he 
would turn to gardening and his craggy home, 
Eaglke’s Nest, above the old village of Zennor, 
was the one expanse of green on the gray over- 
look between St. Ives and Land’s End. For he 
had brought to it from ocean isles exotic plants 
and shrubs whose leaves had naturally crimped 
edges and struts to withstand steady winds. 
That was typical of the industry and resource- 
fulness of Will Arnold-Forster. Modest, re- 
strained, all-around, he was as good as England 
has to give the world.

name “Leo McCoy.” ... One other thing 
the defendant has done to solve the prob- 
lem. On his business card and in the 
classified and telephone listing he bills 
himself as “The Real McCoy.” That, the 
plaintiffs definitely do not like! They 
claim that is carrying the attempt to 
differentiate too far. They say that that 
implies that plaintiffs are not real McCoys. 

Perhaps this is the first court in the 
world that has ever had to determine the 
meaning of the celebrated phrase “The 
Real McCoy.” There is a historical dispute 
as to how it originated. 

As a student of Americana and as one 
who has slept and eaten in the hospitable 


mountain cabins of the feudin’ McCoys 
of Peter Creek Hollow in Pike county, 
Kentucky—along which hollow the rifles 
of a former generation of McCoys, in am- 
bush, once dropped 16 Hatfields at once— 
it was surprising to learn that the authori- 
ties do not credit one of these with being 
the original “Real McCoy.” 

One version, that:of O. O. McIntyre, is 
that the phrase originated when a drunk 
picked a quarrel with Kid McCoy, middle- 


‘weight champion of the world, refusing 


to believe that he was the prize fighter. 
After discovering his mistake and picking 
himself off the floor, as part of the res 
gestae Me exclaimed: “It’s the real McCoy.” 
(Editor’s Note—Kid McCoy claimed the 
middleweight championship in the early 
part of the century. His real name was 
Norman Selby.) 

Another version attributes the phrase 
to Bill McCoy, notorious Atlantic coast 
rum-runner in the early days of pro- 
hibition, who was so honest, the version 
says, that he carried only the best liquor; 
accordingly, “The Real McCoy” came to 
signify quality. 

Whichever version one takes, certainly 
it must be said that the phrase is in daily 
use among the American people; that it is 
doubtful that there is a living McCoy who 
has not on occasion referred to himself 
as “The Real McCoy,” and that when he 
did so he did not mean that all other 
McCoys were spurious. 

The truth here is that both of these 
McCoys are “Real McCoys.” .. . Plaintiffs’ 
petition for injunctive relief is denied.

But we see a dan- 
ger in holding up Negro admission until 
the entrance exam is improved. Admission 
to WU could be put off indefinitely until 
a “perfect” test could be found. ° 

It isn’t so much a question of examina- 
tions. It goes beyond that to improvement 
of Ne schools below the college level. 
But cannot wait for change to 
come about. The problem deserves careful 
study, but positive action—and soon.

Vincent Sheean (whose friends call him 
“Jimmy”) met Edna Millay (whose inti- 
mates called her “Vincent”) on the Maine 
coast in the summer of 1945, and again at 
her retreat on the foothills of the Taconic 
mountains in June, 1948, and he “beheld 
in wonder” the spritelike quality of this 
poet in her fifties, her intimacy with 
poetry, with music and with birds, and lis- 
tened to the “glory and astonishment of 
her voice.” 

Mr. Sheean was fresh from his mystic 
contact with what he calls the “mass-and- 
nature co-conscious reality” of India when 
he first met Edna Millay, and memories 
of India color his memoir of her in a 
manner which would certainly have 
brought an elfin smile to her lips. A daz- 
zling blue indigo bunting came to her win- 
dow at Steepletop, as did a rose-breasted 
grosbeak, and a flutter of purple and gold- 

finches. Mr. Sheean 
was amazed. He had

comment is offered without preju- 
dice. It is not essential and per- 
haps not desirable that every 
musical experience should be 
memorable so it is not derogatory 
to say that the Martinu concerto 
seemed designed for the moment 
in its light nervous stimulation of 
the listener and with its provision 
for virtuoso display on the part 
of the pianists.

“In the face of world tensions 
and conflicts, church women must 
create around them an atmos- 
phere of confidence instead of 
fear,” Dr. Seabury “Shee 
know that not everybody who

She described her recent visit 
to Mexico. “There is an amazing 
Protestant movement in Mexico,” 
she stated.

Chou declared government pay- 
rolls would be slashed soon and 
strict economy would be prac- 
ticed all along the line. 

He was critical of government 
workers at all levels, declaring 
that too often party functionaries 
were “found wanting in the maf. 
ter of keeping close enough con- 
tact with the masses.” 
Chou listed the three great 
movements in Red China at pres- 
ent as the purge, land reform and 
the war in Korea. 

Already, he asserted, “great 
victories” by Chinese and Korean 
Reds had forced the Allies to the 
negotiating table in Korea. 

He maintained that the ecoe« 
nomic blockade by the non-Com- 
munist world had not hurt China, 
which could always count on “our 
great ally,” Russia. But at the 
same time he called for more and 
more industrial and agricultural 
production. 

Near the end of his speech, 
Chou referred to the Communist 
movement to drive all foreign 
missionaries from China and place 
the churches under Communist 
control, 

“The patriotic reformation 
movement of Chinese Protestants 
and Catholics is clearing away 
the reactionary influence of the 
imperialists,” he said.

‘Noticeable Decline’ in JI-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (UP)— 
Federal agents, armed with a 
stiff new law aimed at narcotics 
peddlers, began today a nation- 
wide roundup of drug peddlers. 
Narcotics Commissioner Harry J. 

‘ Anslinger predicted the new legis- 
lation will result in a “noticeable 
decline” in illegal drugs traffic 
within six months. 

Anslinger’s agents started their 
drive against drug peddlers at

Roundup in Several Cities.

— have tipped off the ped- 
ers. 


“All I can say now is that 
the drive is on,” Anslinger said. 
“We'd rather have this law than 
a thousand others.” ? 

Anslinger said his agents have 
“had the finger’ on many ped- 
dlers for some time, “but waited 
until the stiff sentence law was 
all set.” 

The new law no longer leaves 
it up to a judge to decide the 
length of sentences. It imposes 
minimum sentences instead of 
maximum terms for illegally im- 
porting, handling, possessing or 
“pushing” narcotics. Anslinger 
long had urged such legislation. 

‘Judge Can Blame Law.’ 

“Now a soft-hearted judge can 
blame it on the law,” he said, 
adding that courts have been in- 
clined to hand out lenient punish- 
ments. , 

“A judge would hand down a 
sentence one day, think it over 
and pare it down the next,” he 
said. 

The new law provides a fine 
' of up to $2000 and a sentence of 
not less than two nor more than 
five years for a first offense. 
The previous maximum fine was 
$5000, with no minimum term 
and a maximum sentence of 10 
years. 

Second offenders now will be 
fined the maximum $2000 and 
sent to jail not less than five 
years nor more than 10. A third 
offender faces the $2000 fine —nd 
10 to 20 years in prison. 

Anslinger had urged stiffer 
treatment for narcotics peddlers 
on the grounds that “association” 
is the key to illegal drugs traf- 
fic. He pointed out that if ped- 

-dilers know they will not be sent 
' to prison for long terms, new ad- 
dicts soon begin to “push” drugs 
themselves. 


LIFE-TERMER SENT 
TO PRISON IN 1914 
GRANTED NEW TRIAL 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 3 
(AP)—John Shead was sentenced 
to life imprisonment June 12, 
1914, on a murder charge. Now 
he is going to get a new trial be- 
cause the jury’s verdict did not 
stipulate the degree of murder— 
first or second degree. 

Circuit Judge Sam C. Blair 
yesterday granted Shead a writ of 
habeas corpus and ordered him 
remanded for a new tria provid- 
ing Bates county wants to prose- 
cute again. If the county decides 
not to prosecute, Shead will be 
free. 

Shead estaped from the state 
prigon here three times—in 1917 
for a year, in 1928 for four days 
and in 1935 for 14 years.

How- 
ever, he has neglected to make 
any effort, so far as I am aware, 
to obtain permission from the de- 
partment to co-operate with the 
subcomi{nittee. 

King Is ‘at a Loss.’ 
“T am at a complete loss to 
understand this attitude on Tra- 
mutolo’s part, and if Tramutolo 
has been instructed by the De- 
partment cf Justice to refuse to 
discuss the grand jury question 
with the subcommittee’s repre- 
sentatives, I am even more sur- 
rised.” 
At San Francisco Tramutolo 
denied refusing to see Investiga- 
tor Tobin, declaring—“we want to 
co-operate with the committee 
and did everything in our power 
to co-operate with Mr. Tobin,” 
“I merely suggested to Mr. 
Tobin that the chairman of the 
subcommittee get in touch with 
the Justice Department for clear- 
ance, so we could give him every- 
thing we had. Department policy 
prohibits us from opening secret 
files without permission from 
Washington.” 
King and other subcommittee 
personnel refused to discuss the 
subject of their talk with Caudle, 
who brought a brief case to the 
closed conference. Caudle told 
reporters he had answered all the 
committee’s quéstions. King said 
Caudle was given a “thorough” 
questioning, presumably abdut his 
oil speculations with a gambler, 
and a “loan” from a friend in the 
wine business. 

Group Has Tax Returns. 

The subcommittee obtained 
Caudle’s personal income tax re- 
turns several days ago but mem- 
bers refused to say whether he 
had been questiéned about them. 
The inquiry into Caudle’s ac- 
tivities was expedited as a result 
of recent disclosures by the Post- 
Dispatch that Caudle speculated 
in oil ventures with Frank Na- 
than, Pittsburgh gambler, who had 
been tried on sugar black market 
charges but was released when 
the charge was dropped with 
Caudle’s approval. Caudle also 
admitted to the Post-Dispatch he 
made an “expenses paid” trip to 
Italy in the interest of the owners 
of a New Jersey champagne firm 
and that he received a $2000 
“loan” for which he signed no 
note. 
Earlier yesterday the subcom- 
mittee met in closed session to 
discuss a plan to reorganize the 
Internal Revenue Bureau’s income 
tax division with Secretary of the 
Treas John W. Snyder and In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner 
John B, Dunlap. 
This proposal failed to get at 
the kernel of what many believe 
to be one of the most vulnerable 
of the internal revenue sections, 
that is, the intelligence unit, head- 
ed by W. H.: Woolf. Woolf’s name 
has not been brought into the 
inquiry, although it is generally 
thought that the scandals now 
rocking the bureau should have 
been, at least in some cases, un- 
covered and stopped by the intel- 
ligence unit. The unit achieved 
renown under the late Elmer L. 
Irey, who was largely responsible 
for sending Al Capone and other 
big-time gangsters to prison. 
Agreement Reported. 
After the session with Snyder, 
King and Snyder told reporters 
the subcommittee and the Treas- 
ury Department were in accord 
on the subcommittee’s program 
and would co-operate to get at tax 
frauds, “little and big.” 

Reporters waiting in an ante- 
chamber outside the committee 
room during the session occasion- 
ally could hear voices raised, an

Grand Jury Interference. 


The Post-Dispatch - disclosed 
Oct. 15 that Caudle sought to in- 
terfere with the St. Louis grand 
jury investigation of tax fixing 
and corruption in the Internal 
Revenue office. He insisted a 
grand jury inquiry was unneces- 
sary and that tax cases should be 
handled through regular channels 
by the Justice-Department,.

Start of Long Fight.

TESTIFIES FREE GERMAN YOUTH

DELAY STRIKE TIL 
DOCK TIE ENDS

NEW YORK, Nov. 3 (AP)—A 
strike threat by East and Gulf 
Coast AFL ships officers was gone 
today, but the paralyzing wildcat 
walkout of longshoremen ap- 
peared no nearer solution. 

The 20-day stevedore work stop- 
page has immobilized more than 
100 ships in New York and Boston 
harbors. 

A new maritime tie-up that 
would have hit every port be- 
tween Maine and Texas was 
averted last night after the offi- » 
cers put off their midnight strike 
deadline until the seperate steve- 
dore dispute is settled. 

Charles F. May, president of 
the AFL Masters, Mates and 
Pilots Union, said negotiations 
would continue in the officers’ 
contract dispute with shipping op- - 
erators. May said he did not 
want to give any support to the 
insurgent AFL dock workers. 

The 12,000 officers are seeking 
increased pension and welfare 
benefits. Wages are not in dis- 
pute. Federal mediators are con- 
ducting peace talks. : 

In the billion-dollar dock tie-up, 
20,000 members of the AFL Inter- 
national Longshoremen's Associa- 
tion are rebelling against their 
union president Joseph P. Ryan. 

Ryan has been ineffectual in 
getting the dissident stevedores 
back to work, and he has refused 
to accept their demand that he 
reopen contract negotiations with 
employers. 

John J. (Gene) Sampson, leader 
of the rebels, said on a television 
program last night that this was 
“the only way to end the strike.” 
Sampson denied that he was seek- 
ing Ryan’s ouster. 

Fact-Finding Panel. 

Meanwhile, a state industrial 
commissioner, Edward Corsi, ap- 
pointed a three-man fact finding 
panel to start looking into the 
dock strike on Monday. Corsi’s 
action came after the failure of 
peace attempts by city, federal 
and state mediators. 

The panel can subpena wit- 
nesses but has no power to en- 
force its findings.- However, it 
might provide a face-saving for- 
mula for the two union factions 
to compromise their differences. 

Corsi picked a Cornell Univer- 
sity professor, Martin P. Cather- 
wood, as chairman of the panel. 
Other members are Msgr. John P. 
Boland of Buffalo and Dean Al- 
fange, a New York lawyer. 

Rebel stevedores claimed that 
New York, the world’s greatest 
port, was more tightly sealed yes- 
terday than ever before in the 
strike. They said only 800 men 
were working in defiance of 
picket lines. ‘ 

Strikers are working only de- 
fense cargoes. Even then, they 
refused yesterday to unload nickel 
and cobalt from a Norwegian ship 
because the men considered it 
“commercial” and not military. 

Strike leaders said the nickel 
had not been unloaded before the 
ship went back to Europe because 
a Government plea from Wash- 
ington arrived too late. 

Meanwhile an estimated 9000 
to 15,000 incoming sacks of mail, 
some of it two weeks old, has 
accumulated on the piers. 

The strikers are demanding a 
25-cent-an-hour increase. The new 
contract negotiated just before 
the walkout started gave steve- 
dores a 10-cent boost, bringing 
their pay to $2.10 hourly. 

ILA officials say a majority 
of the union’s 65,000 members 
between Maine and Virginia rati- 
fied the pact. 


BRITON IS CHARGED 
WITH FRAUD IN SALE 


OF U.S. ARMY TRUCKS 


PARIS, Nov. 3 (AP)—George 
Dawson, wealthy British trader 
in United States Army surplus, 
was charged with fraud yesterday 
by a French magistrate. 

The case involves American 
Army trucks sold to Germans and 
later resold to the United States 
Government. Court officials said 
the sum involved was about 
$700,000. 

The charge was laid against 
Dawson by Examining Magistrate 
Georges Boyer. Under the French 
legal system, Judge Boyer will 
now make a long investigation, 
hearing and confronting numer- 
ous witnesses, before the case 
comes to trial. 

It has been reported that a 
United States congressional sub- 
committee, which will tour Europe 
investigating surplus property 
sales, plans to hear testimony 
from Dawson some time next 
month. The group belongs to the 
House Committee on ndi- 
tures in the executive depart- 
ments,.and is headed by Repre- 
sentative Herbert C. Bonner 
(Dem.), North Carolina. 

Dawson’s name first figured in 
the news last March, when Ben- 
ner named him as the kingpin in 
operations whereby United States 
surplus war material was bought 
up in Europe and sold all over 
the world at high prices. Repre- 
sentative Curtis (Rep.), Missouri, 
said he had information that Daw- 
son made $100,000,000 in the sale

East, without even thinking, 
followed suit to the first trick 
with his four-spot—and right 
there the defense disintegrated! 
Declarer entered his hand with a 
spade and let the diamond 10 ride. 
East won and returned his club 
nine, but South had nothing to 
gain .by covering, and when he 
played low, West was blocked. He 
could, and did, take the nine 
with the queen, but when he then 
cashed the club jack, he was fin- 
ished. (If West had not over- 
taken «the club nine, his side 
would have made even fewer 
tricks!) 


A little thought on East’s part 
might have revealed the wisdom 
of unblocking the club nine on 
dummy’s blank ace. South’s two- 
no-trump bid indicated that West 
could scarcely have an entry out- 
side of the club suit, and thus the 
East-West chance, if any, clearly 
depended on West’s being able to 
run quite a few club tricks. Under 
no circumstances could it do East 
any good to keep the club nine, 
but it might be immensely valu- 
able to keep the club four!

A “Paradise.” 


éé RAPT in the very para- 
W aise of some creative vi- 
sion,” a line by Lord 
Beaconsfield, presents a splendid 
example of how the word “para- 
dise”’ is used freely, to denote an 
ideal spot for some specific pur- 
pose.

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for Woods 


ECAUSE so many people want 

to change old dark woods to 

new light finishes, the question 
of how to give furniture a pickle 
finish keeps coming up. 

Yes, there are special tricks to 
a good do-it-yourself job. The 
first thing to know is that paint 
can be used instead of acid, and 
that using it is easier and more 
successful. 

Then, there’s a trick with sealer 
that insures even color and pre- 
vents darkening later. 

Start by applying remover to 
the old finish and wiping it off 
with a cloth or scraping with a 
wood scraper if the old finish is 
heavy. Clean the wood with al- 
cohol or benzine and allow it to 
dry thoroughly, then bleach it 
with commercial bleach according 
to instructions on the container. 
Clean and dry the wood again. 

Now comes the sealer. Brushed 
on evenly it makes sure of two 
things—that the wood stays as 
light as it is and that the coat 
to follow goes on evenly without

After the sealer is dry, apply 
thin white oil paint and rub it 
off immediately until you have a 
beautiful overtone effect. Let the 
paint dry, smooth with fine steel 
wool and complete the finish with 
several coats of wax or a thin 
coat of shellac.
